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1, The Albanian show trial of six APPEB agents and two internal contacts 

of the team last^ fspom 5 to 13 April 1954 at the Brigades Cinema in Tirana, 
The trial was condticted by the Jxidicial Gooncil of the Military Collegium 
of the gi; 5 >rem 8 Court of Albania, Death dentenoes were inqposed on 
13 April 1954 on all except one of the contacts, Ibrahim lamchi, idio 
W81S sentenced to 10 years imprisoxDsent, 

2, Zenel AH Shehu was reported arrested on 28 Juxie 1952, Mention is made 
in the trial by the prosecutor of Tahir Prenci' s arrest (presumably 
about the same time) but not of his disposition, Zenel Shehu may have 
been betrayed by a cwitact. However, he may also have acted insecurely 
because of inadequate understa n d ing of clandestine techniques and 
because of lack ^ familiarily with current internal conditions due 

to a prolonged 13-year absence from the country. The three APPIE 
team members \dio exfiltrated safely on 15 June 1952 separated from 
Zenel Shehu and Tahir Prenci on 28 May in the Martenesh area. The 
five-man team had arrived in the lattw area on 22 May, On 23 May , 
according to the exfiltrees, the team made three contacts, one of idiich 
was Muharren G jyla, a cousin of Hasdii G jyla who was one of the thj^e 
exfiltrees. This may have been an insecure contaurt. During the trial 
it was reported that the team had met with a hostile reception in 
separate contacts with Hazhi Gjyla's wife and sister, 

3, Although the debriefing report of the three exfiltrees does not so 
state, cpparently, accordl^ to the trial broadcasts, the two remain- 
ing members found their position in the Majrtenesh area untenable. 

Thus the prosecutor quotes Zenel Shehu as sayingt 

.WMobody accepted us at (M) Ax^neshj therefore, we were 
compelled to head for Bulqlze, Ainiving there, I went 
t6 <aie of my closest friends, vbo (in reply) gob his 
rifle shot at me from the window,” 
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Althoogh this could be a statement made by the prosecutor for its 
propaganda valuei if the 28 June date of capture is tarue and the 
team vas not oontrclled earlier^ the validity of the statement is 
supported tjr APPIE*s V/T message of 3 Jame 1952 vhich contains the 
statement t **Base at Martenesh is not possible «” This particular 
message contained a negative control response to a Case officer con- 
trol challen^y supporting the thesis that the team was not yet con- 
trolled* A possildy uncertain aspect of the message^ however» is 
the Inclusion of the statement **3 friends are starti^ for base^" 
since the three exfiltrees, according to their r^ort had separated 
from the two staybehlnds on 23 May* However , the tense of the 
verb may have been loosely tised by the team cr mislu^anslated by the 
field. 

4. The team's messagesfrom 3 June throu^ 27 June, the day before Zenel 
Shebuh capture, indicate that the team had come to the attention of 
the securily forces* Thus message number 5 on 12 June states the 
team (or its contacts) were being "pursued", and message nuniber 12 
on 27 June states that the area was being wat<died for air body-drops^ 

The messages also indicate that the team was epparently actiz^ insecure- 
ly in maldhig a large number of contacts. Thus message 5 of 12 Jtine 
reports 5 friends as "working for us*" An unexplained aspect of the 
team's messages during this period is tiiie following*- Ih response to 
the bascfe 27 May raising of the case officer control challenge, 

"How Many Rifles Have You?" the team xeturned the negative control 
response, "We want KLankets" not oz^ in its 3 June contact, but 
although not again rechallenged, in its contacts on 12 Juzie, 15 June 
(sent in English, contrary to l^tructlons), 10 June (again sent in 
English), 24 Juzie and 27 June* This excessive irepetition eoziceivably 
could be an att^t to indicate control* This is ziot believed 
probable, however, for later on, )dien the case officer control challenge 
was next raised on 12 August 1952, the team replied on 27 August with 
a positive control answer* 

5. The first messages after iSenel Shehu's reported 20 June 1952 arrest 
were sent on 3 July 1952, It is possible but not probable that 
Tahir Prenci, the WA operator, had not yet been captuzred by the 
Albanian authorities and did not come into their custody until some 
time between 20 Jxme and 13 August \dien APFIE failed to respond to a 
12 August case officer coutrol challenge* However, if Prenci was 
uncontrolled and Shehu had been captuired it is probable that Prenci 
would have reported the latter fact or at least the fact of his 




absence or separation fraoi Sheha, The taicb of the first message on 
3 July is very unclear and follows in fulls "Date 5* Circulating that 
plan,]/ They are put in f exceed movemeirt (garble) population. It is 
not yet Known \dien they will depart,^ Begin 7 until the second 
understanding.^/" The field placed the following interpretation 
t^on parts this message keyed to the reference xnmbers in the 
texts 



1, "Possibly means they will circulate the plan 
for receiving the drop on the 5th of July, 

2. "This nmy mean that the population is forced 
to search for agents or that 'tlie. army is forced to 
search (perhaps for Yugoslav teams)," 

3* "Presumably alludes to resi:^p]y drops sent in 
(previous basel messages.,, * The second rmderstand- 
i^* probably means 9 July^ the last hi^t in the 
drop schedule," 



6, !Rie la(^ o£ clarity in the text could be indicative of a change in 
operational control. Of possible particular significance is the 
beginning of the message with "Date 5«" It xnrobably does not 
allude to the projected drop since the latter was set up for the 
period 6-9 July, It may possibly be a rudimentary attempt to 
indicate ccmtrol since only two other messages in the APPIE traffic 
start out this way. (They are the 12 July messages discussed in 
paragraih 9 below.) "Circulating that plan" makes no apparexxt sense 
but may possibly be a poor translation of the Albanian equivalent 

of "Following plans" ^Moh could be a natural message opening for an 
opposition case officer taking control of a relatively tinfamillar 
operation for the first time, 

7, The second message on 3 July 1952 is noteworthy because of the fact 
that it was apparently misnumbered, being numbered 15 instead of the 
next number in sequence, number 14, The next message on 6 July was 
numbered 17, number 16 having been skipped. The following message 
on .12 July reverted back to numbor 16, the proper number for it if 
the two previous messages had been numbered o<nTeetly. The numbering 
mix-4q> may have been a rudimentary effort to indicate control or 

may have been due to an oversight by the opposition case officer. 

8, The 6 July 1952 message is notewoi*thy securily-wise for the fact that 
it reported in effect that security conditions were favorable for the 
drop )dii(^ was effected during the night of 6 July, The drop itself 
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vas very suspicious • The ^lane c**ew reported that they had to circle 
the general area of the D/n three times berore Iwey vuservad the 
reception lights. Then ^PLE: reported that the drop vas not made at 
the D/Z^ that the pilots had not seen their signals, and that the 
material had been found by the police (all of vtdLch Imovledge they 
would be more likely to have if they were under control) , After 
receipt of this message ^ rechecked the fli^t cmd reported 
a determination that an error in navigation had been made and that 
the plane had flown over the wrong place* 

"Apparently the bundles were ireleased over a grocqp of lights 
or shepherd* s fires coincidentally resemMLing a "T" or alert 
security forces arranged their own reception to divert delivery 
of our supplies. There would have been time for such a measure 
as the plans was on its third circle of the area vtien the lights 
were first observed." 

If the team were tinder control the poor drop recepticm technique 
may simply have been due to inexperience by the qjqposition service 
controlling the operation. The second 12 July 1952 message, however, 
set the stage for the opposition's being in a better position to 
control future drops by stating that the team knew the local situation 
best and that its desires ^ould be followed* 

9. The two 12 July 1952 messages are noteworthy seeurily-wise for the 
first being preceded ly’Date 7 Time 0100," and the second lyDate 
6*" Although the reference in both cases may have been to the 
drop, they may also represent rudimentary attespts at danger or 
ooninrol signals. 

10. The texts of all AFPIE Team messages up to 25 July 1952 are given 
in Attachment A* 

11. Both Tahir Frencl and Pal NikoUa, the PLUM Team leader \Aio vas 
air-dropped on 4 June 1953, were mentioned by the prosecutor in the 
trial as having been arrested and there appears to be very little 
likelihood of their being still at large. In Prencl's case, it is 
believed that he initially may have played along with the operation 
in the hopes of warning his base of coirtrol, and when the base failed 
to act on his positive control responses to the case officer challenges, 
to have refused to ostensibly cooperate further. He may have been 
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killed, therefore, about November 1952 vhen the "fist" switch occurred* 
Pal NikoUa megr have been killed in the course of his Interrogations, 

at the trials. The latter may also, of course, have been Prenci*s 
fate. It is possible, however, that NlkoUa may have agreed to 
work for the Sigurimi and have been so used before the APPLE operation 
blew tq;>. This slight possibilil^ is based on a 25 Jtine 1953 AFPIE/2 
message reporting learning indirectly that Pal lushl (furesumably 
Pal Nikolla) had sent one of his people to Halil Branltsa's xelatlves 
to say they were in the Mlrdita zone. Throu^ such activities the 
Sigurimi may have sought to uncover other anti-regime personnel. 

12. Althou^ the prosecutor charged that Rapu^ Qerim Agolll (also 
referred to as Rapush Mocani and Pucja), one of the two i^ernal 
contacts >&o was on trial, had sheltered Zenel i^hu and his band 

in Hay 1952 and had been entrusted by Shehu with the task of forming 
an armed band, the three exflltrees (idio did not s^arate from the 
rest of the team \mtil 28 May), did not report any such contact ly 
the team. However, the exflltrees reported staying at Qerim Agolli's 
house in Moloan from 6 to 8 June 1952 during their exfiltration 
route, (^rim Agolli is believed to be identical with Rcqpush Agolll 
since Qerim is Bapush Agolli's middle name. It would cqppear, there- 
fore, that the Albanian authorities may have had erroneous information 
as to the time of contact or our field debriefing of the throe 
exflltrees was incomplete and that such a contact actually was made 
in May. The former may be thei more probable inasmudh as the three 
exflltrees reported that during their 6-8 June 1952 stay at Qerim 
Agolli's home, they sent him to Korce to purchase cigarettes, 
new^tqpers, aM other necessary items. The couirt v^lct ch^ged 
Reqpush Agolli, among: other things with having purdiased various 
articles in Korce town "for the team," 

13. Another item of interest with respect to Rc^nish Agolli is that the 
trial prosecutcxr said that Agolli had made his son's services as 
guide available to the team which had in turn used them. No mention 
is made in the trial as to the disposition of the son by the authori- 
ties. In view of the fsimily structure, however, it is possible that 
the son would not be regarded as a free agent by tlie Albcudan 
authorities >dio might therefore consider his case rolatlvely lightly. 

On the other hani, in view of the general Communist disregard for 
family loyalties, the absence of any report of his arrest may sinqply 
be an indication of the sonfe possible successful escape to the hills.

14* The trial hroadcasts made no specific disclosures as to the tine or 
nanner in idiich the other internal contact on trial, Ifarahim Suleinan 
Lance, aided APPLE. His relatively lenient 10-yesr sentence was 
attributed by the court to the fact thatt 

"It has not been proved that the accused Ibrahtn Lance vas 
aware of the general plan of the crlninal band headed by 
Zenel Shehu, • • • The guilt of the accusedC has been proved 
by his ovm full disclosures and by the attributions of the 
other accused*" 

It is possible that he was arrested for his earlier assistance to 
agent teans and that he was included in the trial for propaganda 
purposes* 

15* Both ReqpuEh Agolli and Ibrahin Lance had been inteimal contacts of 
teans cia earlier nlssions and this was brought out at some length 
in the trial* The former was reported by the court to have been 
arrested on 29 Janaiary 1954j the latter on 25 August 1953* No 
explanation was given as to their arrests occurred so long after 
the first alleged roU-tp of AIPIE on 23 Jtme 1952* The f (blowing 
explanations appear possible: ^ 

a* It took that long to fizkl the men* 

b* The men were placed under observation to see vho else mi^t 
contact them* 

c* The men were picked tp, vere broken, and then were released 
with instructions to report any future contacts or vere 
released under observation to act as decoys for any future 
contacts* 

d* The dates of arrest of some or all of the team members are 
false and the operation was not rolled up until at a much 
later date than claimed in the trial* 

l6* In the case of Ibrahim Lamce, concerning vdiom we have no relevant 
infoormation other than that covered in paragraph 14 ahove, either 
one of the first two possibilities discussed in paragraph 15 above 
appears to be the most probable* In the case of Rapudh Agolli the 
























second such possibility appears to be most probable for reaons dis- 
cussed in paragraphs 17 and IS belov* 

17. With respect to Rapush Agolli the follovdng additional facts are 
relevant. The trial court charged him with having pro\rided shelter 
for five d^s to Xheladin Tresova (Zheladin Sakoliari (SakoUari) ) 
and the latter's team in September 1952. A radio transmission was 
allegedly made by the team from Agolli *s house. Sakoliari was one 
of the three original team members who exflltrated safely on 15 Jtine 
1952 and ireported having contacted Qerim Agolli on 6-8 June 1952. 
Sakoliari next became the leader of FIG Team; the latter team had 
three contacts with a Rapush Agolli of Mocan. Daring FIG*s first 
mission in 1952 the team stayed at his home during tto period 11-16 
October 1952 and contacted him again between 1-5 Noveniber 1952. The 
team exflltrated on 13 November 1952 without mi^xap. During a 1953 
mission by FIG Team, two of the team members on 14 September 1953 
ccaxtacted a Rapush Agolli \ho gave the team food and informed them 
of the recent arrests of potential team contacts. Based on this 
information^ -Uie team radioed its base on 16 S^tember 1953 that 
four "principal friends" had been arrested or interned. Ctat 25 
September 1953 the team radioed the names of eight men arrested from 
20 August 1953 to 25 Septanber 1953; Included among the eight v&a 

a Qerim Rrapushl of Mocan vho theoretically may possibly be identical 
wl'to Rapush Agolli by virtue of the name connections. FIG Team was 
ambushed by Albanian authorities on 15 October and was vary for- 
tunate to be aKLe to escape. The team was probabOiy betrayed by one 
of its contacts named Adam Zeneli, \di 08 e full name is probably 
Adem Zenel Agolli and who by virtue of the similarity in last names 
may possibly be related to Rapush Agolli. The trial charge of 
R^ush Agolli* 8 having aided Sakoliari a^ his team appears to refer 
most probably to the contact actually made with FIG in October 1952, 
particularly since the team had W/t contacts with its base on U 
and 14 October 1952, dates vMch fall within the 11-16 October 1952 
period of the team's reported stay at Rapush AgoUi's home. Of 
possible relevance here is the fact that the message of 14 October 
reported that the Communists had been able to roll tQ> an internal 
opposition group by virtue of following vqp leads obtained by a 
groiq> posing as a KUBARK team. 

18. On the basis of the preceding It would seem that if Rapush Agolli 
were placed under long-term observation that he did not come under 
such observation until sometime after mid-November 1952. Otherwise 
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It would appear doubtful that FIG would have been able to exfUtrate 
without mishap in November 1952. Indeed, the earliest opportunitv 
for Rapush AgoUi to have eoms to the attention of the Jklbanian 
authorities pTobablj was after the alleged ceqptTxre of Hamit Matjanl 
on 5 May 1953* Hatjanl had been one of the three men \dio separated 
frm the original .APPI£ team on 28 May 1952 and exfiltrat^ safely 
on 15 June; he was reparachuted to the team on 1 Hay 1953* Sigurimi 
questioning of him would probably have disclosed the exj^tration 
groiq>*8 June 1952 contact with AgoUi* The latter meqr then have 
been placed under observation* It is possible, therefore, that 
FIG *8 ambush in October 1953 may have been due to leads obtained 
from such an observation; there may also have been some culpable 
connection between Mem Zenel AgoUi and Rapush AgoUi* It is also 
possible that Rapush AgoUi may have been picked vp in September 1953 
or later in January 1954 because of leads furnished the authorities 
as a result of his contact with FIG* 

19* The dates of ceptinre of the other agents in the APPUS/CRANl^^LOM 
complex stpport the thesis of control extending back to Zenel 
Shehu*8 alleged apprehension on 28 June 1952* Halil Jusul Braniea 
(Branitza), \dio was air-dropped on 4 August 1952, was reported 
captured the same day, aUemdly as soon as he landed* Ahmet (Hamit) 
Agush Kabashl, the relief operator idio was alr-droiped on 29 
Januaory 1953, was also repc^ed captured the same day, also allegedly 
as socm as he laxded* The next drop on 1 Hay 1953 was that of a 
three-man team to guide AFFlS/3 out* It consisted of Naum Vasil 
Sula, Hamit Hasan Hatjani and Gani Mehmet Halushi who were aUegedly 
captured on 1 May 19^3» 5 May 1953 and 5 May 1953 respectively* No 
esqplanation was advanced as to 1^e different dates of o^tm*e* It 
is possible that the latter two were able to somehow elude capture for 
four days even though the D/z (was controUed, or that they were let 
alone and kept under obseirvatlon for possible leads prior to capture* 
Of possible relevance in this connection is a 6 May 1953 APPLE radio 
report on the drop \dilch stated that Naum Sula had been injured in 
the drop* The field at the time regarded his injury as normal since 
it Was Sula's first jurp and he was regaMed as the least capable 
man* The five agents discussed In this paragraph and Zenel ^ehu 
ccoistituted the six agents \dio were tried and sentenced to death* 

20* Four other men were air-dropped to APPLE cm 4 June 1953* The three 
idio were members of the CELAI^ team were Hazhi Gjyla, Nuri Plaka and 
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Zenon GjoUen, all three of were reported in a 29 December 1953 
Tirana broadcast to have been killed upon landing* During the course 
of the trial thej like the FLIM Team leader. Pal Nikolla, vho was 
also air-dropped on 4 June 1953> were mentioned as having been 
arrested at the moment of landing. No further mention was made in 
the trial of their disposition. It is possible, therefore, that the 
three ORANGE Team members may actually have been killed during the 
course of their intezrogations or may have been sentenced administra- 
tively for refusing to cooperate at the In^lals, 

21 , Aside from technical witnesses at the trial such as equipment experts, 
seventeen individuals are named as having testified. Of these. 
Information is included ^th respect to the actual testimony of only 
ei^t, all of \4iose testimony involved alleged previous murders by 
Bamit Matjanl, (Because of the letter's position as an opposition 
figure of almost legendary proportions to the Albanians, a special 
effort was made to belittle him by characterizing him as a bandit 

and murderer,) Althou^ there is no indication in the broadcasts 
as to the natiure of the testlmoz^ of the other nine known witnesses 
it is |>robable that their testimony was similar in nature to the 
other ei^t. The possibility remains that one or more may have 
been involved in the capture of -Uie team. No relevaixb traces have 
been found on a^y of the el^t except possibly for one - Tahir 
Demdlari, In the SB/1 CSB card file, the card for Tahir Demolap, j 
vbo may be identical with Tahir DemoUari bears the notation, "See|; 
operations file," Unfortunately there is no farther Identifl^ng 
datq on the file Involved and it cannot be found. There is also a 
3?eferenee in the testimony of Naum Sula, one of the defendants in 
the trial, to a Tahir Demollar as having been one of the internal 
contacts in 1949 of a Gzreek I, S, team of idiieh Sula had been a member. 
The names of the ei^t witnesses idiose testimony is tuiknown follows: 
^eflt Ismail Elezi of Feqin; l^qeri liner Slnani of Itirqu in Elbasan; 
Dervish Juba of Dragai*^osej Village, Peqin District; Loni Ngjeli Marka 
of Lushnje; laha Hassallaj of Gammas Village, lushnje District; 

Bajram Hasa of Gramsh; Ikihamet Qako$ Musa EolloUi; and Tahir DemoUari, 
la addition to being the subject of other checks, these names were 
checked without result against the jzames of eleven contacts radioed

22, Each of the defendants diaring his testimony gave the true names of 

a number of men with whom he had worked in the past as fellow agents 
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or vlth vdiom he had had some operational contact vithin the countzy 
dtnring earlier missions* Attachment B provides an alphabetical

22, With regard to CIA stetff personnel, no true fall names were dis- 
closed during the trial except that of £J J > a contract agent 

vtio left the C ^ in the fall of 1951* The true first 

names of only two staff personnel were disclosed, i,e,, "Michael’’, 
"Maiko" and "Maku" for IP j[i; and "CSeorgi" for £T ^ H • 

Attachment C provides an alphabetical listing of the operational 
aliases disclosed in the trial and the identities of the individuals 
vtko used the aliases* The trial proceedings indicate that the Albanian 
authorities are confused as to the periods of duty in Greece of some 
of the individuals and have placed some of them as having been involved 
in Albanian operations prior to thdr arrival in Greece* 

23* Some information concerning the methods of training and physical 
location of holding and training areas for agents in Greece was 
disclosed In the trial* The following areas were i^ciflcally 
mentioned: 

a* "KLisadhi" (Glifadha") 

b* "Katsika" ("Kocika," "Kaclkas") near loannina (Janina) 
c* House hear "i^os HikOlaos Station" (Ifeudii Nikdlla 
Station") 

d* House Ho, 5 in "Kaimaki" ("Kdonaki") quarter* 
e* 1501 "Monadha" office 
f* "Giza" quarter house* 

Not all of these areas have been definitely identified but they az^ 
believed to include areas used several years ago by team members 
in earlier ndsslons* The branch has stated that the two areas still 
in use, i*e*, the Ranch and an apartment in Eolonaki quarter near the 
one mentioned above, are in the process of being dropped* 

24* All of APPLE'S supplies and equipment (vre^ons, clothing, documentation, 
poisons, radio equipment and gold) were captured, subjected to 
detailed examination, and exhibited and reported on at the trial* The 
testimony of the experts reflects high TSS-type ccq}abilitles for 
the AlbE^ans* The highlights of this testimony are given in the 
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FB3S Daily Reports of 20 and 21 April 1954» 31-34 and IL 19-21 respec- 

tively, Alleged proof of the United States* origiii of the radios and 
of some of the footveaT) parachutesy and garments were cited. Although

because other clothing than that des^ibed -was actually issued the 
agentSy the testimony appears to indicate that the siq)plies and 
equipment were not as sterile as desirable and that corrective action 
is desirable in future operations.

25, The trial would appear to be worthy of psy<diologiCal study in terms 
of possllxLe psychological pre-conditioning of the defendants by 
hypnosis, brain-washing, d^gs dr other means. The testimony of 
Zenel Shehu and Hamit Matjani is particularly interesting in this 
respect. Their testimonies have a particularly rehearsed appearance, 
Zenel Shehu at times was a particularly reluctant witness, responding 
initially with beg your pardon” to possibly paxrticularly repugnant 
queries. 



26, Gani Malushi stated in his test Imoriy that his team on an earlier mission 
had provided fabricated information to the AIS, This testimoiy 

may have been true or may have been deliberate deception Instigated 
by the Albanians.

27, The 28 June 1952 date of the alleged initial assunqption of control 
of the (^ration is partially substantiated by the subsequent 
APH£ messages, 

28, The xrelatively delayed arrests of the intez'nal contacts would appear 
to be due most probably to the fact that it took that long to find 
Ibrahim lamce a^ that Rapush AgoUi was placed under long-term 
observation to see vho might contact him before he was arrested.
